The 
unforgettable performers, the lavish productions, the glamorous 
aura and the magical moment when the curtain opens to reveal 
aworld very different from your own: every aspect of American 
theatre is at its best in the Big Apple. 


And New York is the city of fine art in fabulous museums—the 
Whitney, the Guggenheim, the Modern and the mighty 
Metropolitan. If time permits, you can also view the collections of 
the prestigious smaller museums, or go gallery-hopping along 
Madison Avenue or downtown in colorful Soho.

Northwest of the city is Valley Forge, where George Washington 
suffered that terrible winter. Farther west in the Pennsylvania 
Dutch Country, Amish farmers still drive horse-drawn buggies 
and paint hex symbols on their barns to ward off the evil eye. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Gleaming white monuments, tree-lined boulevards and the 
drama of politics help to make our nation’s capital one of the 
world’s grandest cities.
